Delicate Methods Employed by Them ID 


Opening Letters—With a Little Pattern* 
They Overcome Gam, Scaling Wnx or 
Metal Fastener. 


The incident which occurred in the 


French chamber concerning the viola- 
lion of the secrecy of a letter addressed 
to M. Delcaese- by a high official of the 
ministry, of marine has stirred the pub-, 
Ho, which is surprised that such pro- 
ceedings take place under the third re- 
public. Created in 1880, the cabinet 
noir was a .permanent office under 
Louis Philippe and Napoleon IH, who 
csed and abused it in order to learn the 
poiitionl secrets of their opponents. It 
\?as generally belie-ved by the public 
that the office had long been suppressed 
by the present government.. But after 
the incident mentioned those who still 
believe in the secrecy of the post, of the 
telegraph or of the telephone exhibit an 
incredible credulity which is extremely 
rare at this fin de siecle. Those who 
are so imprudent as to write their in- 
most thoughts concerning any politician 
in power will be wise no longer to im- 
agine that a letter which arrives at its 
destination apparently unopened has 
not been read by a third party. As is 
we}l known, it is also easy for an offi- 
cial to learn the-eeorets of the telephone 
by applying his ear to the receivers at 
the central office, and by so doing to 
intercept phrases which are both in- 
structive and amusing. It now appears 
thnt» tho postoffice officials also give 
themselves up to the delicate pleasnre 
of satisfying their curiosity. 


They employ 30 different methods in 


order to assuage their professional in- 
quisitiveness. If an envelope is closed 
in the ordinary manner by a thin layer 
of gum, they have the choice of two 
systems—when the paper is tough and 
strong they slip with great precaution 
a very thin but not cutting blade be- 
tween tbe two gummed parts, and with 
a little practice they are soon able to 
separate the paper without any tear; 
when the envelope is thin and brit- 
tle they open it by the primitive and 
homely means of steam. These proceed- 
ings are extremely simple, and the cor- 
respondence of many masters and mis- 
tresses has often been slyly treated in 
tbe same way by on inquisitive domes- 
tic. This industry requires very little 
skill, and the only capital necessary is 
a small amount of patience. Tbe more 
suspicious individuals fasten their let- 
ters with sealing was and imagine that 
they are consequently perfectly safe 
from any surreptitious 
attack. 
The 


officials of the cabinet uoir, however, 
are not so easily defeated. By judi- 
ciously bending and twisting the part 
of the paper s'nrroundmg tho seal tbey 
gradually detach the latter, which final- 
ly remains unbroken in their bands with 
a very thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining tbe contents of the 
letter they replace tba seal intact at the 
exact place which it previously occu 
pied, and both the sender and receiver 
of tbe letter lemam in blissful iguo 
ranee of their maneuvers. 


Other correspondents, even more sus- 


picious, aie not satisfied with gum and 
wax, but supplement them by a small 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inventor to render any tampering 
with a letter impossible. This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
the stationers, certainly complicates tbe 
work of the intruding official. He rises 
to the circumstance, however, and after 
carefully removing tbe stamp and mak- 
ing a cross cut on the square from 
which it has been removed he intro- 
duces a small steel instrument with a 
special hook at the extremity. This 
hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting the sheet round the 
stem of tbe instrument it can be finally 
extracted without any apparent injury. 
If by chance tbe note paper is refractory 
and cannot be twisted owing to its stout- 
ness, the operator cuts the entire length 
of one side of the envelope. The con- 
tents are easily obtained in this man-

The exterior appearance of 
the letter addressed to M. Deloasse be 
trayed tho work of the Cabinet Noir 
This proves not luck of skill of those in 
trusted with such an important but un 
derhand duty, but simply neglig€noe.—

among the French negroes of Lomsian» 
more than a century ago. There is lit- 
tle doubt that it is an offshoot of some 
of the old French oountry^danoes. It re-! 
gambles several of them in form. From 
New Orleans it spread over the entire 
south and thence north. It was found of 
convenience to the plantation negroes. 
They were not wedded by license, and 
it was seldom 'that tfie services of a 
preacher were called in. 


At a cake walk a man might legiti. 


mately'Show his preference for a wom- 
an and thus publicly claim her for a 
wife. In effect the cake walk was not 
different from the old Scotch marriage, 
which required only public acknowledg- 
ment from the contracting parties. So 
this festival became in some sense a 
wooing, an acceptance or rejection and 
n ceremony. This-explains its popular- 
ity with the blacks, outside of i*B beau- 
ties, with the accompaniment ot mu- 
sic, which is competent at all times to 
command negro support. 


Cake walking has improved, as do 


most things that are constantly practic- 
ed. It has lost its old significance in the 
south. Negroes now get married, when 
they marry at all, ia the white folks' 
fashion. It has, however, become n pan- 
tomime dance. Properly performed, it 
is a beautiful one. The cake is not much 
of a prize, though tha negro has a sweet 
tooth.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

After a full investigation of 
tbe laws on the subject the Herald had 
the suit dismissed. The Fourth Estate 
commenting on the subject says: 


"The copyright law is what it par- 


ports to be ou its face, it is merely a 
protection to that sort of property 
which may be properly termed a pro- 
duct of the intellect. It is not in- 
tended to cover news. There can be 
no ownership in a fact once made pub- 
lic. The instant a piece of news is re- 
lated it ceases to have property value. 


"It is the business of newspapers to 


take facts where they find them and 
pass them along. It is a business the 
Herald has followed for years by copy- 
ing from European papers, which it is 
enabled to do because the difference in 
time ia-in its favor, and its attempt to 
prevent other papers exercising a simi- 
lar privilege is not likely to succeed."
